additional rain from passing clouds 
And so Mesa Vorde was good to 
the Indians who found il and Jived 
there for thousands of years. 


They prospered, that is, until 


disaster struck in the form of a 
great drought. Archeoiogists fix 
the drought as occurring between 
'276 and 
J2D8. Those 22 terrible 


years destroyed the paradise that 
was Mesa Verde.
